of the oldest and most historic in 
North America and had about a hun- 
dred inmates at the time of the lire. 


' Suffer Severely 


The- inmates were rescued 
from 


the burning structure in their night- 
clothes, and .owing to the raw wind it! 
is feared that many of those rescued | 
will die from exposure. 
Many of the 


persons are very aged, some being 
over a hundred. The villagers threw 
open 'their homos to the sufferers and 
all that was possible was done to 
ulleviatc their suffering-. 


Twenty Aged Women 


There were about twenty aged wo-! 


men in the convent, some o£ whom 
have passed the century mark. Foui 
of these are known to have lost theii 
lives and it is feared others will die 
from the shock.

Abbess, 
lost 
her 
life 
trying to 


save the lives of the children who 
were students at the school. Nine 01 
the children are known to have lost 
[their lives, ranging in ages from el- 
even to eighteen. 


No Fire Brigade 


The village had no fire brigade and 


the great structure, parts of which 
are two hundred years old, burned 
like tinder before any aid could be 
summoned or arrive from Montreal.

August 18. 


Professor John Franklin Jameson, 


head of the department of history of 
the University of Chicago, has 
now 


come forth with the statement that 
for one 
hundred 
and 
twenty-nine 


years the people of this country have 
been celebrating the wrong day as 
the natal anniversary 
and that the 


Declaration of Independence was not 
drawn up and signed on July 4, but 
on August IS. He says: 


"A big mistake has 
been 
- made 


somewhere about. I.he signing of Hie 
Declaration of Independence. 
Our 


natal day should conic on Aug. IS. 
To.believe that it is the <lth of July 
Is -wrong. 
There is conclusive evi- 


dence to prove my statement. 
Our 


ancestors decided on July- :> to draw 
up a formal declaration. 
But. it was 


not until forty-seven days later that 
the document was actually formulat- 
ed and finished. The paper was pass- 
ed around and signed In various parts 
of the country." 


Other historians

note 
have 


agreed with him upon this point, and 
J. W. Fertig, secretary of the Chica- 
go Historical society, says: 
"What 


Professor Jameson says is true, I be- 
lieve. 
Historians are often wrong on 


this point.

whole, I believe

sound, and based on real facts."

Wisconsin 'Senators 
in Committee 


Unite to Favor Rate Legislation. 
Madison, Wis.., April 21.—Doubt as 


to the passage of the railroad commis- 
sion'bill by the Wisconsin legislature 
was largely removed by the announce- 
ment that the senate committee on 
railroads had agreed on a bill to be 
reported- favorably. The last element 
of a split among the members of the 
committee regarding what should con- 
stitute a stay of proceedings from the 
decisions of the commission was set- 
tled by the agreement on the provi- 
sion that the decisions of the commit- 
tee should- r.ot become effective until 
sixty days after the decisions were 
rendered, and that if a further delay 
were desired the objectors should go 
Into court and secure an-injunction. 


This provision was agreed, to by the 


stalwart and administration, members 
of the committee, among whom is 
Senator Johnson. Senator Merton. the 
Democratic member of the committee, 
is absent at his home in Waukesha, 
detained by sickness.

RAILWAY MEN 


WILL ASSEMBLE 


ALLBRANCHES'TO BE INCLUDED 


Subjects of Interest to Railway Men 


and the Public Come Under Discus- 
sion by Specialists in Each of Five 


Sections. 


Washington, April 21.—Twelve hun- 


dred railroad men, representing prac- 
tically the entire mileage of the world. 
will meet as a congress in Washing- 
ton May 4 and discuss plans (or the 
improvement, construction and opera- 
tion 
of 
Jron ways communication. 


President Roosevelt 
has recognized 


the importance of the gathering by 
designating Vice President Fairbanks 
to receive the delegates at the White 
House and make the opening address. 


It Is the intention of the senate com- 


mittee on interstate 
commerce 
to 


draw upon the experience of the most 
prominent officials of all countries in 
order to guide it In framing a bill i'or 
the regulation of railroad rates. Be- 
sides the congress there will be an 
exhibit of railway supplies, to accom- 
modate which fifty buildings, large 
and small, are being erected on the 
vacant grounds back of the White 
House. 


Reception of Delegates. 


When 
Vice 
President Fairbanks 


shall have concluded the address 
o" 


welcome, Stuyvesant Fish, president 
of-the organization, will take the gav- 
el and preside over the sessions of 
the congress. The honorary presidents 
will be A. J. Cassatt of the Pennsyl- 
vania and E, H. Harriman of the 
Northern Pacific. All told, there will 
be 700 delegates representing foreign 
roads and 500 representing American 
lines, 


The work of the congress will be. 


distributed among five 'sections. The 
first section will discuss wooden sleep- 
ers and cross ties, rails for lines with 
last trains, improved rail 
crossings 


and concrete 
and Imbedded metal. 


Consideration will bo given by the sec- 
ond section to problems . connected 
with locomotives, automatic couplers 
and electric traction. Lighting, heat- 
ing and ventilation of trains, block 
systems, baggage and express parcels 
and suburban traffic will be dealt with 
In the third section. 
Questions of 


general management will be discussed 
by the fourth section, and- will include 
slow freight rates, bookkeeping, dura- 
tion and regulation work and provi- 
dent institutions,. 


Of Interest to Public. 


.The public wiJI be especially inter- 


ested in the deliberations of the fifth 
section, which will deal with the in- 
fluence of light railways on the main 
lines, direct financial co-operation by 
public authorities, organization, cheap 
service and- automatic traffic. 


Delegates who-have be.e..n reques'^d 


to do so have prepared papers which 
have beer, printed, and already fur- 
nished to fellow members so that they 
understand what they must talk about. 
It is not'expected, therefore, that there 
wll! be any rambling discussion, but 
that when a man gets up to speak he 
will l-.ave something to say. It is sug- 
gested that the railroad congress will 
set a good example for national legis- 
lators. Each section of the congress 
has Its own special organization—pres- 
ident, secretary, and other 
officials, 


and this Is necessary because of the 
vast scope of the subjects under con- 
sideration. 
It is intended, however, 


that all delegates shall meet on May 
4. the opening day, to hear Fairbanks, 
and on the last day, May 14. 


First Meeting in United States. 
The congress really has become a 


scientific body, discussing subjects in 
various departments of railway affairs 
in •afhich the representatives of rail' 
roads and governments 
participate. 


The Belgian government heartily has 
favored the work of the congress, and 
has facilitated it in every way. 
The 


congress-has met in Brussels, Milan, 
Paris, St. Petersburg, and London, and 
•when'in Parts in ]900 it was Invited 
by President McKinley to hold its 
next session in Washington. 


There will be a comprehensive ex- 


hibit of railway appliances. Over 90,- 
000 feet of space, exclusive of aisles 
and passageways, will be required, 
while in .London ten years ago only 
4,500 square feet were needed. 
The 


main exhibition building will contain 
250 exhibits. Fifty firms will erect 
separate booths. 


One thousand feet of special track 


will be laid, upon which will be dis- 
played passenger coaches, all steel 
mail cars, nd locomotives. 


When the congress closes the for,- 


eign delegates will be taken over the 
United States and given an opportu- 
nity to inspect the method of operation 
ar.d equipment of the American lines.

Puebla. Mexico, ancient and1 noble 


city, sometimes called "the Boston of 
Mexico." . by reason of . its .solidity, 
grandeur and opulence', 'is /ailrobst a 
century older .than- tho other 'Boston 
far away in the north, by 'the shores, 
of Massachusetts bay._ It. was fomi<led: 
in April. 1D32, by the order of tho 
Aurliencia Real, which had been so, 
petitioned by the Franciscans, that- 
early missionary society in New Spain.' 


You can come to Puchla in five or 


six hours from the City of Mexico, 
either over the Mexican .railway or' 
via the Intcroceanic; but on tliis do-, 
casio.n, though I had made the direct 
trip several times, I chose to ta!;o a. 
roundabout way, stopping at several; 
towns on the journey. Hence I left' 
the San Laxai'a station in Mexico City, 
and went first to' the sleepy, languid, 
hot-country little city of Cu.auUa,-the 
winter homo of many fasliionable folk 
from HIP federal capital, and delighted 
fn 
by European diplomats resident 


there. 


Ride Through Hot Country. 


But I wnntPd a warmer pla~cc than 


Cnautla: so. aftnr ;t fow daj's, I took 
train down the Inl.oroceanir: to the re- 
gion roundabout Atencingo and Mala- 
moros. 
'We passed over, in n. few 


miles, to tho old MaUimoros-I'/iicar 
railway, now belonging to the Tntor- 
oceanic, and. c'.ame l.o the center of a 
famous sugar region at. Mal.a.morns. a 
town as hot, as sieopy in the siesta 
hours, as anything in Africa. 
High 


rose the ancient Inwers and domes of 
churches 
resembling mosques, and 


great palms stood in streets, pla/.as 


• and courtyards. 
The air was very 


warm, and the people walked slowly. 
Yftt all about were signs of the sugar- 
making industry, for which (.he region 
is notable. Matamoros is famous for 
h'jat, sugar, insects, lovely palms and 
square miles of cane. It is'well to go 
on and up the road, which has now 
made a complete bend, and on to 
Puebla, a few hours away. 
But I 


wished' to sec ancient Allixco, tho 
"place anove the waters," in the tierra 
temphida, or temperate country, and 
so arranged to remain there several 
days. 


The enormous 
plain 
of 
At.Hxco, 


abounding in water and with a rich 
soil, was soon reached. 
It is as pro- 


dmcl'ive as any valley in Mexico, and 
one notes, signs of opulence in the vast 
hacienda houses, for all the world 
like feudal castles, the seats of fami- 
lies grown rich in growing corn and 
wheat. 
Miles on miles of well irri- 


gated' land, milpas of Indian corn ex- 
tending almost .as far. as tho eye can 
reach; everywhere signs of agricul- 
tural wealth and a high degree of 
prosperity. One German settled here 
some thirty years now owns r.hrcc 
great haciendas. 
Other men have 


great estates and their families have 
been educated1 in France and Germany, 
or in the City of Mexico.

house of the master, the huts of the 
laborers, a rigid caste system, and

defining water rights and preventing 
waste. 


'Atlixco's People "and Buildings; 
' ; " 


The sun was- fast declining, whe>l, 


to the left, rose more domes and tow- 
ers and a great hill shaped much like 
a iiyramid, tho "c'errilo," or'';'li. o' 
San Miguel; with a chapel'dedicated 
to that .saint on its very top, a place 
for pious -pilgrimage. Atlixco is as 
picturesque as any old Italian town 
in the Appenincs, and when wo had 
aligUted at the little station and could 
look up into the town it seemed cen- 
turies old. It is all on a hill, and the 
streets slope down to the station. Our 
train, in modern fashion, had depart- 
ed- up the road to Puebla, making only 
a low whistle and without any bell 
ringing.

It. is only i wo hours up to Puebla, 


and. it' yon ever make the journey, 
take the morning train, leaving at 
6:45. and enjoy the scenery 'as you 
climb up some 2,000 feel, to the great 
valley of Puebla, where you come to 
the ancient town of Cliolula. about 
which, and' tho terrible massacre 'here 
of the Indians- by tlio conquistadores, 
consult your Prcscott. Cliolula, with 
its many great, churches and ancient 
convents, and its real pyramid topped 
by a fine churrn, is well worth a day. 


From Chilula the city of Puebla, 


capital of tho gro'at and fertile state 
of the samo name, is soon reached, 
and it is a. fair sight to see the hand- 
some and stately city in the early 
light, the towers of its groat cathedral 
rising from among the mass of Hat 


.Pyramid of Cholula.
